out that between the 10th June, 1923, and 
the 14th June, 1923, the defendant, at his 
residence, béat and kicked her, and spilt milk, 
over her, and treated her with great indignity. 
The defendant, in his defence, denied that 
hé assaulted,.. beat or kicked the. plaintiff, or 
spilt milk over her. In the alternative he 
said that he:-did the said acts in necessary 
self-defence, particularly on one or two occa- 
sions, when the plaintiff forced herself into 
his room, and behaved in. an insolent, 

threatening, and abusive manner towards him. 

He removed her from his room, but did not 
use more force than was necessary. 

A. Byrne and Mr. Murnane (instructed 
by Nir M. J. O'Farrell) peared for the 
plaintiff; and Mr. Wood, Mc. and Mr. 

Conor A, Maguire (instructed by Mr. Gerald 
Maguire) for the defendant. 

The plaintiff was examined, and said that 
she now lived at Portstewart. Formerly she 
had lived at Southport. She put an: ad- 

vertisement in the British Medical Journal, 

and after correspondence arranged to go to 
the defendant. The defendant was very dis- 
agreeable tot her. On one oceasion when she 
nad a quart jug of milk in her hand he kicked 
it, and the milk went all over her. On the 
following morning he rushed out oí his room 
and kicked her twice. She had to be medi- 
cally treated as a result. 
(‘ross-examined= by “Mr. Wood, the plantiff 
denied that her brother ever acted ‘as her 
Roe did not tell her that her 
rother had written to him that, as a result 
of gangrene neuritis in her. head, she was not 
quite normal." : 

The defendant, examined by Mr. Wood, 

said that in April, 1923, he saw an: advertise- 

ment. in the British. Medical Journal. ‘There 

was correspondence with the plaintiff tj re- 

sponse to the’ advertisenient,; sand, 17 was 
eventually arranged that she should come. 

The- witness then received a letter from. the. 
plaintiff's brother, and telegraphed to her not" 
to come, but she arrived on Saturday evening. 

On the evening of her arrival the om ge 
in conversation, introduced the subject of 
religion, and made nasty stggestions. On 
Sunday morning witness told the plaintiff 
that he could ‘not tolerate her in the house, 
that her manner and conversation were such 
as would prejudice his position among his 
neighbours. He told her that he was going 
to Dublin on Monday, and would not, be 
back until Wednesday evening. She then 
asked to be allowed to stay until ereay 
a request which he granted. 

On his return home’on Wednesday evening 
the witness found that the plaintiff had ar- 
ranged some of her belongings around- the 
house. She again asked the witness to he 
allowed to stay, but he refused. The plaintiff 
got into a very Violent, excited state. She 
had a jug of milk in her hand, and as he 
could see that something was going to happen 
he stood up. His knee struck the jug, and 
some of the milk was spilled. The plaintiff 
then went to her room with the rest. of the 
milk. He did not assault or kick. the plain- 
tiff. She left the house by motor on Friday. 

The jury found a verdict for the defendant. 

During the case Mr. Justice Sullivan com- 
plimented Mr. Murnane on the able manner 
in which he had cross-examined the defendant.

Guard O'Halloran told the jury that on the 
second night of a fortnight’s leave, during 
November, 1923, he was returning to his 
home from Kingwilliamstown when he was 
attacked by two men, who were masked and 
armed.

The 
men took £3 10s. in ¢ash from him, a watch 
and chain, and a fountain pen, in addition to 
his clothes. They then ordered him to leave 
that part of the country within six hours,

POSITION OF GRAIN GROWERS 


Mr. Davin asked the President, in the 
Dail yesterday, for information as to the

Mr. Hogan, Minister for Agriculture, in 
reply to a question, said that his Department 
was informed that in certain districts malt- 
ing barley was still unsold, and that, since 
the maltsters had ceased to buy, prices had 
fallen. Farmers who had failed to sell their 
barley, either on account of its inferiority for, 
malting, or because the maltsters had com- 

leted their immediate purchases, found 
difficulty in realising teady-money for their 
‘crop at anything above feeding barley prices. 
The Depaftment had made inquify into the 

ossibility of selling barley outside the 
aorstat, and had ascertained that the price 
which Irish malting barley of average quality 
would téalise in Great Britain would not 
cover the cost to ti: merchant at.the rates 
paid for such barley in Ireland this season, 
when allowance was made for conditioning, 
bulking and freight charges. Merchants in 
the grain shipping trade were only too 
anxious to do business, but so far they had 
been unable to sell Irish barley outside the 
Saorstat at a price which would cover cost 
and expenses. He was not prepared to re- 
commend the introduction of legislation 
fixing minimum and maximum prices for 
barley. 

Mr. Hogan, replying to a supplementary 
question by Mr. Dayin, said that it had not 
been demonstrated by anyone that there was 
a general demand for a tariff on imported 
malting barley. It had been agreed to by 
every Committee, including Committees of 
the Farmers’ Union set up to reconsider the 
question, that such a tariff would not in- 
crease thé price of Irish barley. 

Mr. Heffernan—Can the Ministry state if 
the Farmers’ Union came to any such 
decision ? 

Mr. Hogan—He can understand that by 
implication by reason of the fact that Com- 
mittees of the Farmers’ Union turned down 
the suggestion that there should be a tariff 
followed by a fixed price. It was agreed at 
first that a tariff in itself would have no 
effect. To meet that difficulty it was sug- 
gested that a tariff should be accompanied 
by a fixed price. The implication of the 
latter meant that a tariff by itself is no good 
aud will not affect the price. 

COST OF LIVING. _ 

Mr. Heffernan asked the President if he had 
given consideration as to the presónt high 

rices of commodities in the Free State, as 
indicated by the’ index figures of wholesale 
prices, and whether he would arrange for the 
appointment of a committee or commission, 
with authority or powers similar to those 

sessed by the committee set up by the, 
British Government, in order that publicity 
may be given to the excessive profits enjoyed 
by certain middlemen and other intermediaries 
between the producers and consumers. 

The President said that the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce was considering the 
matter, and, in the meantime, he would be 
glad to receive from the deputy the evidence 
on which his assertion that ' excessive profits 
were enjoyed by certain middlemen and other 
was based,

bridge, on a charge of attempted murder, and 
who were sent for trial at the High Court 
Circuit Court ; whether the accused, who were 
not legally represented, pending the sitting of 
the Court, were held in prison and unable to 
apply for bail, and whether he would take 
steps to remedy a state of affairs which had 
resulted in accused being held in prison un- 
tried for over six months, 

The Minister said that similar applications 
to the High Court for bail had been refused, 
so that the allegéd bay of the accused in 
the present case had, in all probability, little 
to do with their continued detention.

Following a resolution moved in the 
Dail yesterday by President Cosgrave that

Minister of Education, and an announce- 
ment that a supplemental estimate would 
be introduced before the end of the year, 
the Minister for Education made a state- 
ment on educational policy. 

He expressed the belief that the system 

should be such as to turn the minds of the 
people towards the land of Ireland and the 
agricultural industry, and that a large 
part of the policy of the Education Depart- 
ment should consist of close co-operation 
in accordance with the development 
schemes put before the country by the 
Departments of Agriculture and of In- 
dustry and Commerce. 
In the course of a discussion which 
followed, Mr. O'Connell pointed out that 
the Minister had completely ignored the 
question of compulsory Irish in his speech. 
He had sat tight, and that was not the 
way to treat the people.

MOST SUITABLE SYSTEM OF 
EDUCATION. 


The Minister for Education referred to the 
paper on educational policy which has ap- 
peared in print, and said that he had de- 
scribed as a proper policy for the Department 
of Education the conservation and oe 
up of ee Parnes type of civilisation whic 
was suited to the genius of the ple of the 
country and concordant with theif traditions, 
and suited also to the lincs of development 
before them. In his conception, the two 
things were identical; that type of education 
most suitable to them, and their nationality ; 
and that consequently the main functiou of 
the Department of Education must be to con- 
serve and build up their oationality. 

How that was to be done in detail he 
would not expuund there: the exposition took 
the form of the administrative measures 
which were known to the public. In any 
other form than those the exposition of policy 
might be described on the leader page as 
merely ludicrous. 

In the statement made on his behalf by 
President Cosgrave last July, reference had 
been made to the unification of the different 
branches of education which were formerly 
run practically as quite distinct parts. At 
the root of that unification had been the 
joining together of the inspectorate of the 
different branches, which would be recog- 
nised as a Valuable measure. 

He congratulated the Labour Party on the 
production of the statemen‘ of educational 
policy which they had sent to the Govers- 
ment, under the name of “ Labour’s Policy 
of Education,” and promised that he would 
always be ready to give careful consideration 
to statements of that kind from any party. 

THE EDUCATIONAL SYSTEM. 

He believed that the system of education 
should be such as to turn the minds and 
efforts of the people towards the land of 
Ireland and the great agricultural industry. 
He felt that a very large part of the policy 
of the Department of Education oe con- 
sist in close co-operation and accordance with 
th@ development schemes put before the 
country by the Departments of Agriculture 
and Industry and Commerce, a much closer 
concordance than anything of the kind that 
had existed—if anything of the kind 
existed—in their experience in the past. 
The question of attendance at schools had 
been brought before the Dail time and again, 
but he had explained already that he was 
no great believer in using the compulsory 
powers. of the State to compel children to 
attend school,. or compel them to learn avy 
subject. They had already Lad the announce- 
ment from the President that the Compulsory 
Education Bill would be presented. 
Criticism ' which he would welcome 
would, he knew, be _ forthcoming in 
regard to the provision of school buildings. 
Ho would be very pleased if discussion should 
focus publi¢ attention on the conditions that 
existed as to actual accommodation. 
DEPARTMENT'S AIM. 
The aim of the Department, which, in part. 
had already been carried into effect, and 
with which other measures he had in mind 
were regarded as fitting in, was to provide 
a clear educational highway from the most 
elementary to the most advanced stages of 
education. He proceeded to detail those 
stages from the primary, admitting to the 
post-primary, onl the latter—intermediate 
or secondary—passing by way of a continua- 
tion or technical pericd to the university 
stage. 
li was tot possible at present to carry 
out completely all that that plan of educa- 
tion involved. They had set up a primary 
programme conference, while other matters 
under consideration were better school at- 
tendance and the further re-organisation of 
the technical and continuation education. 
POST-PRIMARY EDUCATION. 

The branches of post-primary education 
which they had in contemplation, continued 
the Minister, were:—(1) Part time continua- 
tion education for those who could not get 
whole time education after the primary stage; 
(2) for those who, though remaining ander 
instruction, would not have to take up work 
immediately for their livelihood after leaving 
the primafy stage, vocational or semi-voca- 
tional training; and (3) full daytime inter- 
mediate general educati‘n for those who 
would take advantage of it. Part of this 
plan, whieh he hed alteady outlined, was 
already in operation, 

_ The technical side of the plah was, he 
admitted, undeveloped, and its development 
would require competent investigation. He 
desired, in conclusion, to express his wuin- 
cere regret if his necessary absence had 
caused any public inconvenience. 

THE QUESTION OF POLICY. 

Mr. T. J. O'Connell asked how many of 
the members knew what the policy of the 
Minister of Education was. He (Mr. O’Con- 
nell) was in as good a position as anybod 
to know what the policy, practice and ad- 
ministration of the Minister was, and he con- 
fessed that he was not able to say what it 
was. 

Was the Government, he asked, taking this 
question of education seriously’? He did not 
think so. When the estimates Were deing 
discussed in July laet he said, then, ar he 
repeated it now, that it was not treating the 
country fairly to have the Minister in charge 
of the most important service absent for such 
a long time from his duties. What would the 
Farmers’ Party say if the Minister for Agri- 
culture were sent away for twelve months to 
do other work’? The Government was in 
office almost four years and it had done very 


little. 
COMPULSORY IRISH. 
“The one question agitating the minds of 
the people,’ proceeded Mr. O'Connell, ‘' at 
the present time is the question of compul- 
sory Irish in the schools, but the Minister 
has ap ge ignored that question in his 
speech this evéning. ® has hot said one 
word in defence or extenuation of his policy. 
He has taken the line of sitting tight, and we 
are to ask him questions, at is not the 
peoper way to treat the House on a very 
important question of this kind. It ia the 
duty of one on the Government benches 
to make the case for the support of this 
motion, and it has not made. '' 
Continui 4 he said that the P¥esident’s 
statement, when the estimates came up, was 
and more satisfactory than that 
i r oí eee geen that evening. 
That statement dealt with only two matters 
—the school ramme and co-ordination.

A handsome stained glas window th 
asa of the late Dr. Anthony Traill; B.L., 
formerly Provost of Trinity College, Dublin, 
has been dedicated in Billy Parish Church, 
Bushmills, North Antrim, by the Right Rev. 
U. 1. P; Grierson; Bishop of Down and 
Connor and Dromore. 

The window, which has been erected in 
the church, was provided by friends of the 
Jate Dr. Traill in the parish, the Church, and 
Trinity College. 

The Primate, who had been Rector of Billy 
Parish, paid an eloquent tribute to the late 
Provost Traill’s work and personal worth. 
Speaking from the text: '' Be of good courage 
and let us play the men for our Fe Sh ag 

. le 


(2nd Samue 10 nd 2), said 
that he thought that the principles 
presented in his text indicated the 
true characteristics of him whom 
they specially commemorated, Dr Anthony 


Traill, whose name and striking personality 
were so long associated with that parish, and 
whose influence was felt throughout the whole 
country, was aotable for many things, but for 
nothing more than for the courageous direct- 
ness with which he approached every situa- 
tidn and every difficulty. with which he was 
confronted. He never turned his back on any 
difficulty or on any of the practical problems 
of his life. He was ever a man, strong and 
steadfast. 

It was his privilege to have known Dr. 
Traill when in the full vigour of his virile‘ 
strength. Entering Trinity College as Dr. 
Trails pupil, he soon learned to apprediate 
the great qualities of the man, and found that 
underneath his massive and rugged streagth 
of character there was a deep spring of kind-. 
liness and true humanity. In later years he 
learned to love him with most sincere afev- 
tion, ás a friend whose goodness never failed. 

De. Traill’s greatest achievements in con- 
nection with the Uuiversity were the ser- 
vices which he rendered during the ten years 
of his tenure of the high oftice of Provost. 
As a Commissioner of National Education. and 
as a member of a very important judicial body, 
the Educational Endowments Commission, Dr. 
Traill had a large share in shaping the educa- 
tional movements of the whole country in the 
primary and secondary grades. In politics he 
was a strong and unwavering Unionist, al- 
ways a trne Mlsterman and a patriotic Jrish- 
man. 

When the Church was disestablished in 
1870, Anthony Traill, then a youthful Fellow 
of Trinity College, threw himself into the 
work of reorganisation with enthusiasm, He 
was a member of the General Synod from 
the beginning, and one of the sixty original 
membérs of the Representative Church Body. 
From that time he continued to be, throngh- 
out his life, among the foremost of that gronp 
of able men, both clerical and lay, who 
wided the financial policy of the Church. 
None would ever know how much the great 
United Diocese of Down and Connor and 
Dromore owed to the wise policy and atates- 
manship of Prevost Traill, Looking back on 
the lifework of Provost. Traill, they felt that 
his labours were not in vain, ea they be- 
lieved that in a higher sphere and a nobler 
life than this God had some greater work 
for His servant to accomplish.

THE LATE MR. W. J. SHANNON. 
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In the ptesenc® of his daughters, nearest 
intimate friends, the 
remains of the late William John Shannon 
were laid quietly to rest in Hampstead 
Cemetery on Tuesday last. So there passes 
from the life of Dublin one of the best known 
and most poptlar members of the solicitors’ 
profession. Mr. Shannon was a member of a 
family which for many generations has given 
its sons to the legal professions. After serv- 
ing his apprenticeship to his father, the Jate 
George William Shannon, he was admitted a 
solicitor in 1881. The early difficulties of a 
young professional man fell to his lot, but he 
gradually acquired an extensive practice, and 
later placed himself by hard work and out- 
standing ability in the very forefront of his 
profession. 

In the political arena Mr. Shannon fought 
many a strenuous contest as agent for 
Unionist candidates, and his efforts won and 
held for many years the old South County 
Dublin seat. Appointed solicitor to the 
County Dublin Grand Jury. he remained in 
office until that body ceased, and continued to 
hold office under the Dublin County Coundil 
until he retired some three years ago. The 
Rathdown Board of Guardians Council also 
held him as its legal adviser. In these 
capacities and in many a hard-íonght battle 
in the Courts, ‘‘ W. /J.,” as he was familiarly 
known, won the admiration both of friend and 
foe. A hard and able fighter, he never 
descended to unfair tactics, but always upheld 
the highest traditions of his profession. 

It was a striking tribute to Mr. Shannon's 
personality that those who might have been 
regarded as opponents in the political arena 
proved, in fact, his staunchest admirers, and 
many became his personal friends. It can be 
said with certainty that this example of 
toleration left an indelible mark on the minds 
of all who were in touch with Mr. Shannon’s 
work.» A clear thinker, he had the gift of 
grasping and marshalling the facts of the 
most intricate case. As a friend “W,. 3.” 
was a true refuge in times of stress, and no 
man ever looked to him in vain for a helping 
hand.

In many places the school 
buildings were mere thatched hovels. 

The Minister had not given any indication 
that he had considered the question of setting 
up school advisory councils, of associating his 
administration directly or indirectly with the 
people who should be the first to be interested 
in education—the parents. He hoped that the 
Minister would tel] the House whether he hac 
any intention of introducing legislation to set 
up in local areas some bodies of the people 
which would have a voice in the administra- 
tion of education locally. 

No attempt had been made to bring into 
operation the Act of 1919 providing for the 
medical inspection and treatment of school 
children. It was the manifest duty of a 
Minister responsible for the upbringing of the 
children of the State to tise his inflvence to 
have that Act put into force. 

It was calculated that 90 per cent, of the 
children of the eountry never go bevond a 
National school, that 10 to 16 per cent. ot 
those of school-going age never go to any 
school, and that only BB to 60 per cent. of 
those who do, attend with any regularity. 


THE LEARNING OF IRISH.

HE aspect of Dublin yesterday 
fs morning showed again how deeply 

the recurrence of Armistice Day—or 
Remembrance Day, as it is now better 
named—moves the hearts of the people. 
Tribute of remembrance of the men who 
cave their lives in the Great War was 
paid with all solemnity at the appointed 
place in Stephen’s Green, where, at the 
quietest corner, the Memorial Cross, pre- 
pared for erection at Wytschaete, to the 
memory of men of the 16th Division, who 
fellon that battlefield, stood as a temporary 
( enotaph. 

At that point, from which a quietening 
influence seemed to spread far along the 
closely-crowded road surrounding the park, 
the two minutes’ silence was observed 
by thousands of ex-Servicemen, paraded 
in orderly ranks (who afterwards passed 

~ by the Cenetaph with bared heads), and 


by many thousands more of men and 
women—some children, too—who had 
poignant reason for attendance. Numbers 


of women and children wore the medals 
which the men who earned them did not 
live to receive. 

All assembled there 
Poppies, the emblems of remembrance, 
made by disabled ex-Servicemen. In buy- 
ing the Poppies, people commemorated the 
fallen brave and helped men who Served 
and are in need of help in these diflicult 
days.

Church Services. 


Not merely those who associated tliem- 
selves with the tribute by attendance at the 
morning ceremony, wore the Poppies. 
Wherever one went in the city and neigh- 
bourhood, it was exceptional to see a per- 
son, old or young, without that touch- 
ingly simple decoration, They were worn 
by the many hundreds of people who spent 
the solemn, time of remembrance in one or 
other of the churches, where Services were 
held, affording to those whom the war 
bereaved most sorely the retreat to which 
they could wish, above all, to take their 
thoughts. “At Christ Chureh Cathedral 
and at many parish churches, these Ser- 
\ were held at a time appointed so 
that the congregations might spend the 
minutes at eleven o'clock in silent 
prayer. In some churches an early Ser- 
vice was held, and at the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlborough street, a special Mass was 
celebrated for ex-Servicemen, who after- 
wards joined the procession to Stephen’s 
Green. 

Happily for the people who were deter- 
mined to turn out for the commemoration, 
the morning was beautifully fine. “The 
brightness of the sunshine and the sweet- 
ness of the air seemed to increase the 
sense of peace at the place of assembly, 
especially at the corner of Stephen’s Green, 
where the gathering was thickest, was 
largely in shade. People there stood in 
the shadow and looked towards the Cross, 
which caught the sunlight and showed 
glistening white against the background of 
dark trees in Stephen’s Green Park. The 
park itself was closed during the morning, 
and the peace within its gates seemed to 
afford a background of “' atmosphere,” as 
the forms of the trees provided a material 
background for the scene.

The Ceremony Continued. 


A few young men who were there were 
highly indignant. Looking in the direc- 
tion from which the bombs had come, they 
saw a number of youths scuttling about 
FKarlsfort terrace, while the steps of the 
University College were packed with a few 
hundred male students. 

Girl students (presumably) at the win- 
dows of the college demonstrated with 
jeers, and the crowd of young men on the 
steps and along the avenue within the 
gates replied scoffingly to the indignant 
words uttered by the few men outside. A 
couple of the latter hurled stones, and the 
fire was returned. 

The situation looked nasty for a minute, 
but police intervened. 

The general body of ex-Servicemen took 
no notice of the incident, but continued 
their observance of the ceremony about the 
Cenotaph, and in due course dispersed at 
the fatther side of Stephen’s Green. 

In College Green, about an hour after- 
wards, there were ugly incidents for a 
moment or two, those concerned in them 
being pluinly by their youth individuals 
who can have had no personal experience 
of the war. The police kept the crowd in 
motion, and the area was soon little more 
busy. than was to be expected on a day 
where so many people were in the centre 
of the city for a big ceremony.

EX-SOLDIER’S SUDDEN DEATH 


About 4 p.m. a large crowd of young men, 
approached Trifity College from the Grafton 
strect direction. Entering College Green they 
pulled up» in front of the College and smoke 
bombs and other missiles were flung at the 
Trinity students who had assembled around 
the gates. At least one Union Jack was 
burned by these young men. The Trinity 
students replied to the .demonstration by 
waving flags and singing “God save the 
King,” and other patriotic airs. Suddenly 
a rush was made by the crowd on Haine á 
College gates, and exciting scenes followed. 
The small number of Trinity students at 
the gates was overwhelmed in the rush, and

SEVERAL CASUALTIES, 


The bursting of the final bombs caused no 


panic; instead a number of women started 
to sing ' God save the King,” which was 
immediately taken up by the whole crowd. 

In the rush at Earlsiort terrace after the 
bombs were thrown a number of women 
fainted and were attended by the St. John 
Ambulance Corps. One woman, Mrs. Whelan, 
12 Arnott street, was badly crushed in the 
tumult, and had to be taken to St. Vicnent’s 
Hospital, where she was detained. Another 
woman, Mary Kilbride, 117 Cork street, had 
a very bad oa “RS fit, and was also taken 
to St. Vincent’s Hospital. 

After the smoke bombs were thrown a 
number of men ran down Earlsfort terrace, 
followed by a party of ex-Service men from 
the Rathmines contingent. They overtook 
one man, gave him a beating, and then 
handed him over to the police.

“Irish soldiers have always been well- 
behaved and well-disciplined, but never 
more than they were to-day, when they 
acted with adniirable restraint in the face 
of very great provocation,’’ 

This was the statement made to an Irish 
Times reporter! by Major-General W. B. 
Hickie after the St Stephen’s Green 
ceremony yesterday. 

“I have little to say about the matter 
as a whole,’ added General Hickie, ‘‘ but 
I would lay stress upon two points. First, 
the excellent behaviour of the vast gather- 
ing, and particularly the women, who were 
really wonderful. Some misguided persons 
tried to mar the solemnity of the occasion 
by throwing stnoke bombs during the most 
solemn part of the proceedings, but their 
efforts ended only in making the ceremony 
more impressive. © 

“ I cannot speak too highly of the assist- 
ance we received from the police authori- 
ties, whose whole-hearted co-operation aided 
us greatly. Our staff was exceedingly 
small, and when it is considered that the 
huge assembly, numbering not fewer than 
125,000 people, had quietly dispersed two 
hours alter the ceremony, some idea of the 
extent of the discipline among Irish ex- 
Service men may be guined. ; To. the 
efficiency of tlie staff, the common-sense of 
our people, and the co-operation of the 
police authorities, the success of to-day’s 
great events is jointly due. 


THE LEGION’S OBJECTS. 

General Hickie also discussed the objects 
of the British Legion and its functions in 
the Ireland of:the future. ‘‘ It is my most 
sincere desiie,” he said, “to see every ex- 
oflicer, non-commissioned officer, and man 
in Ireland join the Legion’s ranks. There 
is a tremendous mnt of work which 
remains to be done for ex-Service men, 
and particularly those of our comrades 
who are disabled and unable ná wholly 
support themselves and their/ families. 
Too many of us are prune to ask; ‘ What 
can I get out of the Legion’? That is 
not the true soldier spirit. Rather should 
we ask: ‘What can I give? What can 
I do to: suctéur my down-and-out com- 
rades ' 7? ' 

“The great lesson of to-day is to get 
“together. If we get together and stick 
together in the British Legion, we can by 
our joint efforts do w..ders in securing 
for ourselves the status in the Irish Free 
State to which we are justly entitled. 

“ Our movement is non-sectarian and 
non-political; it is open to all ex-soldiers 
and sailors, The subscription is very 
small, and the benefits are numerous. Not 
the least of the benefits to be derived 


which comes to the ex-Service man 
through social intercourse with his old 
comrades in the field.

LIQUOR. 
THE COMMISSION'S. 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
COMPENSATION 
PROBLEM. 


PUNISHMENT OF 
DRUNKARDS.,. 


HE text of the Irish Free State Liquor 
Commiussion’s report was issued yes- 
terday. It deals, among other things, with 
the number of existing licences, with the 
subject of compensation for extinction of 
licences, and recommends that such com- 
pensation should be provided by a levy on 
the remaining licence-holders. 

The hours of opening, the bona fide 
problem, mixed trading, clubs, hotels and 
restaurants, the endorsement of licences, 
the punishment of drunkards, adulteration 
of spirits, and occasional licences are other 
subjects of the Commission’s recommenda- 


tions. 


RECOMMENDATIONS, 


THE COMMISSION AND 
COMPENSATION. 


The Commission’s recommendations, which 
were published exclusively iy the /rish Times 
of August last, are summarised as follow :— 

(1)—The law should be codified and 
simplified. a, 

(2)—The classification of existing licences 
should be simplified, and the variety ol 
licences reduced in number in accordance with 
modern conditions, A special hotel licence 
should he éreated. i : 

(3)—The number of existing licences 1s 
excessive, and should be largely reduced. We 
find it impossible, with the information at our 
disposal, to’ fix the exact reduction which 
should take place. This must be decided by 
the circumstances of each locality. Subject to 
these general conclusions, it seems to us that 
not more than one licensed house for every 
400 inhabitants is necessary in any district. 

(4)—The District Court should have power 
to refer the question of renewing any licence 


or character: to a compensation authority, 
which should, if it decides that the licence is 
to be abolished, fix the compensation. . 
(5)—There should be a Compensation 
authority for each county, consisting of :—(1) 
The local Circuit Court Judge; (2) a chartered 
accountant or auetioneer, nominated by the 
Minieter for Finance. ; 
(6)—The basis of compensation should be 
the difference between the value. of the house 
with the licencé and without, and the com- 
pensation money should be divided between 
the parties interested in the premises as’ the 
Fcompensation authority directs. 
(7)—Compeusation should be Fuine hy 
a levy on all remaining licence holders, and 
each. compensation authority should have its 
own fund, collected from its own area. 


HOURS OF OPENING. 
(8)—Hours of opening should bo altered 
as follows :—{a) Week-days. _

(Except during the summer period of the 
year, when the hours will-be the same as in 
towns oí a population of over 5,000). 

(6) Sundays. 

Bona-tide traffic limit should be extended 
to 10 miles in the country frem the exempted 
cities, and 6 miles elsewhere. 

Bona-fide traffic on Sundays should be for- 
bidden, except between the hours of 1 p.m. 
to ó p.m. and 5 p.m. to 7 p.m. : 

No bong-fide traffic should be pernmtted in 
the exempted cities. 

(c) Added Areas (Dublin) 

These areas should be given the same faci- 
lities for opening on Sundays as the other 
Dublin city districts. 

(4) St. Patrick's Day should be subject, to 
the same conditions as Sunday. 

(9)—No evidence has been given of abuses 
resulting from mixed trading, which would 
justify permanent and compulsory structural 
separation. The District Court should be 
given’ power to enforce partial separation 
where possible. 

(10): -Convictions should not be endorsed 
on a Jicense when, on appeal, the Circuit 
Court is satisfied that extenuating circum- 
stances exist, and specifies them in its order. 

(11)—It is not necessary to abolish the tied 
house system. 

(12)--The ‘‘ medium,” as a measure for 
the sale of drink should be suppressed. 

(13)—Exemption orders should contain con 
ditions making the supply of food and non- 
alcoholic drink compulsory. Persistent and 
unreasonable refusal to supply refreshment, 
other than alcoholic drink, at a reasonable 
price, should be treated as a ground for re- 
fusing the renewal of a licence, 


CLUBS. 

(14)—-We consider that the existing law as 
regards clubs, if strictly enforced, provides 
ample safeguards against abuse; but if our 
recommendations as to changes in hours of 
opening on week days are acted on, the same 
hours should be applied to clubs, The hours 
for Sundays should be 1 p.m. to 3 p.m., and 
6 p.m. to 9 p.m. The rules concerning’ the 
admission of honorary members should be 
made a ground of objection. 

(15)—The Hotels and Restaurants (Dublin) 
Act, 1910, should be extended to the ex- 
empted cities. No exemption order should 
extend after 12 midnight. 

(16)—Drunkards should be sent to jail for 
at least one month without the option of a 
fine on the third conviction within one year. 
Driving a motor car when drunk should be 
punished by cancellation of licence and impri- 
sonment, — 

(17)—The present law concerning per- 
mitting drunkenness on licensed premises 
should be revised and strengthened. 
(18)—Provision should be made for proof 
of adulteration of spirits by tasting. 
(19)—Oceasional licences should only be 
pa in open court, and should not extend 
eyond 12 midnight,

FRANCE. 


SPIRIT OF COMPROMISE. 


REPORTED BASIS OF -A 
SETTLEMENT.

From Revuter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

The French financial situation to-day: ts 
slightly easier. A spirit of eompromise.is 
in the air, and the Government has agreed 
to modify its financial proposals to meet 
the Cartel half-way. The staff of the 
Finance Ministry is busy drafting new 
texts for submission to the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Chamber to-morrow morning, 
and the Committee accordingly took a 
holiday to-day. If the Government and 
the Finance Committee come to terms to- 
morrow the Finance Bill could be debated 
in the Chamber the next day. 


A NEW SCHEME. 

Hitherto the Government*has favoured tem- 
porary inflation rather than forced congolida- 
tion of the short term debt as the lesser of 
two evils. It is likewise to tighten the screw 
of the income tax rather than apply 4 levy 
on capital, The Cartel took tite opposite 
view. 

The Government's scheme is reported to be 
a subtle blend, including, a little inflation and 
a little consolidation, plus some increase in 
income tax and some levy on capital. 

It seems that the Finance Ministry finds 
that the number of bank notes which the 
public has lost or inadvertently destroyed 
total one and a balf milliards; and thesé¢ could 


note issue. Treasury Bonds. to the sum of 
2,600 million francs fall: due on December 
8, and the holders of these will be given the 
choice or repayment, or of three, six or twelve 
months’ National Defence Bonds in exchange. 
This would avoid the necessity for immediate

While it is announced that the Govern-

THE CENSORSHIP, 


According to trustworthy. private informa- 
tian received in London, the present severe 
application of the censorship in Italy—due in 
part to the fact that some Fascist tiews- 
papers went so far as to attribute the recent 
preparation: for an ‘attempt_'on Signer 
Mussolini -fo. the ohscure machinations of 
agents~ of a- neighbouring Power—has pro- 
duced in the country a state of nervous 
tension, says The Times. The. Press is not 
permitted. to mention such events as the 
destruction of the offices of. the Slav paper, 
Edinost, which has °arouséd such excite- 
ment in. Yugo-Slavia, and the recent dis- 
orders in. Breseia'and Parma, in the course 
of which the offices of prominent . Free- 
masons wete destroyed;’ and ibditiduals 
were beaten, At Parma the office of. Signor 
Michele, formerly a Minister and a. member 
of the Catholic Party, was wrecked. 

Owing. to the rigour, of the censarship all 
kinds of fantastic rumours are in circulation, 
and the unfortunate impression is gaining 
ground that the Zaniboni affair—whatever its 
original significance may have been—is being 
used as a pretext to destroy various organisa- 
tions of the opposition ow the eve of the 
Matteotti trial. A certain ferment is 
parent, even in Fascist eitcles,, and it is 
feared that a long continuance of the present 
state of acute tension may have undesirable 
results,

AUSTRALIAN ELECTION, 
COMMONWEALTH OF 
COMMUNISM. 


The Times devotes a leading article to the 
election. this week of she new Parliament in 
Australia.

well as evasion of the law by common consent. 
‘In short,” it is added, “‘ we are satisfied 
that it is necessary to enforce reasonable re- : 
strictions on the trade in intoxicating liquor, 
and that these restrictions must be base 
npon consideration for the necessities of 
public order, public health and public 


safety. 
LESS DRUNKENNESS. 

Before dealing with the Commissioners’ 
actual recommendations, the report devotes 
some space to, the question of drunkenness in 
the Free State. ' All the evidence before 
us,” the report says, “leads us to the ir- 
resistible and satisfactory conclusion that 
there is a marked diminution in drunkenness. 
The convictions for drunkenness in Ireland in 
the year 1870 reached 85,470.. In the year 
efiding Slst March, 1925, for An Saorstat, 
they were only 6,862.” The taxation imposed 
upon drink and the reduction of its strength 
after the Great War, it is stated, became 
“the most potent factors "’ in the decrease in | 
drinking .and drunkenness,}as far as Ireland 
is concerned. The ston Be emphasise 
the fact that the present seale of drink taxa- 
tion produces results "' as satisfactory to the 
community as to the Exchequer,” and. they 
“trust that it will not be reduced.” 

Considerable importance was attached by 
the Commissioners to the hours of trading. 
‘*In England, where the hours of opening

were most materially reduced during the war, 


this restriction operated «as the most; 
important factor’’. in the promotion of | 
sobriety. The Commissioners consider | 
that the merease of various forms | 
of entertainment, like pictures and dancing | 
halls, has, to some extent, contributed to 
the diminution of drunkenness in Ireland, | 


and they express regret that more is not done | 
by voluntary effort throughout the country | 
to provide a social alternative to the public. 
house, which latter is “ for better or worse 
the poor man’s club ” in most Irish villages. 
The Commissioners, in their concluding re- 
marks on the subject of drunkenness, say :'— 
‘* We desire to add that during our proceed. , 
ings we considered the liquor laws of various | 
other countries, and we are satisfied that + 
no hard-drinking country has the problem 
of drink control been so successfully handled, 
or so much improvement secured as unrie 
the British system.” All the Commissioners, 
without exception, concur in this view. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


The first recommendation which the Com: 
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missioners make is the codification of the ' 
Licensing Law, and the classification of 
licences. The complexity of the present | 


licensing law, and the difficulty of tts ad- 
ministration are, they point out, greatly 


| increased by the number of statutes in which | 


the law is embodied. Thev consider that the 
licences for ise retail. sale intoxicating 
liquor should be classified as follows :—- (a) | 
Hotel licences: (b) restaurant hcences; (Óe | 
bar licénees, and (d) off’ sale licences. This | 
recommendation is accompanted by definitions | 
of hotels, restaurants, ete. In regurd to a | 
redaction in the existing number of licensed | 
premises, the Commissioners point out that | 
the major question in their terms of refe- | 
rence was to ascertain whether the number 
of licensed premises in the Free State was in 
excess of requirements, and, if to sug: 
gest methods for the removal of the excess. 
The Commission's finding, based on an ex: 
haustive examination of the evidence sub- 
mitted to it, is this:—' We! have no hesita- 
tion in finding that, the existing number of 
licences for the sale of intoxicating liquor in 
An Saorstat is in excess of reasonable require- 
ments, and that their reduction is essential 
to the proper control of the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquor. The exact extent of this ex- 
cess Is a very difficult question to answer. 
The Commissioners express the fear that the 
demand for a fifty per cent. reduction is only 
an expression ‘ of a pious hope or the applhica- 
tion of a platform demand which has not any 
statistical basis or real justification.’’’ They 
record their opinion that it is impossible to 
decide the exactsreduction which should take 
place. without making a regional survey of

Having dealt with the method: of reduction 
and the constitution of the proposed com 
pensation authority, the Commissioners pro- 
ceed to discuss their recommendation in re- 
gard to the basis of compensation. ‘The 
amount payable in compensation for the 
abolition of a public-house should be divided 
among the parties interested in the premises 
in such shares as tay be determined by the 
compensation authority, “and in the case of 


the holder of the licence regard should be 
had, not only to his legal interest in the 
premises or trade fixtures, but also to his 


conduet and the length of time durir? which 
he had been the holder of the licence. If a 
tenant, he should in no ease. receive a less 
amount than he would be entitled to as 
tenant from year to vear of the licensed 
premises, Where a licence arising out of a 
freehold premises is extinguished, the lessee 
should be given the statutory right to sur 
render the lease, ' 


PROFITS ON STOUT. 

The Commission’s terms of reference pre 
cluded it from inquiring very fully into the 
question of the profits made from the sale 
of stout. There is, however, this illuminating 
paragraph (page 10):—" . from the 
facts available, we believe that an excessive 
profit is made by the publicans jn Dublin, 
as compared with those throughout the rest 
of Ireland. ; For the reason set out above. 
we do not make any recommendation on this 
subject; but we feel that, while this State 
may not be gable to prevent such over 
charging, yet“It would be unwise to sanction 
such overcharging by allowing it to be the 
basis pf; compensation.”” The last-mentioned 
proposal, it should be explained, was made 
to the Commission by the licensed trade. 
Lhe Commission refuses to accept the conten 
tion of the licensed trade that a considerabie 
portion of the compensatoin fin the case of 


abolished licences) should be paid by the 
State, for the reason that the reduction of 
licences will, as the Commussion believes. 


‘lead to a larger and more respectable trade 
fov the surviving hcensed premises,’ which 
‘can justly and easily bear the payment of 
a compensation levy which will be spread 
over a humber of years, and which will nol 
be perinanent iti character. 

Che | report ous at great length- 
great to be given here—the reasons which, 
determined the Commission's recommenda 
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tions in regard to the hours of trading, 
Sunday trading and the bona fide traffic. 
lhe Commission, after mature consideratian 


of the question, dec.ded not to reeommend 
permanent structural alterations. The reasons 
for the decision are somewhat similar to those 
advanced during the Dail debates on the 
Liquor Bill. The Commissioners feel, how- 
ever, that it would be ' more seemly to have 
the place in which drink is sold separated, 
to some extent, from the place where 
other commodities are sold.’’ Accordingly 
it is recommended that power be given to 
the Civic Guard to oppose the renewal of a 
licence ‘‘ on the around that better arrange- 
ments could be made by the owners for the 
division of the premises.” By this recom- 
mendation the Commissioners mean little, 
more, in effect, than the setting up, where 
possible, of a partition between two parts of 
the shop; the establishment of separate 
counters for intoxicating liquor and other 
commodities; and ‘* generally such improve- 
ments as can be carried out without undue 
expense, and may commend themselves to the 
Justice as reasonable.”’ 

The foregoing are the essential points of 
the Commission's report. It is an exception.

THE REV. T. W; O'RYAN'S 
CRITICISMS. 


The first anniversary of the inauguration of 
the Irish Order of Rechabites was celebrated 
last night in the Rechabite Hall, Cavendish 
row, Dublin, A resolution was passed call- 
ing for the immediate publication of the 
report of the Licensing Commission, and 
urging temperance organisations in the Free 
State to secure from the Legislature the best 
possible measure of referm. 

In proposing the resolution the Rev, T. W. 
O'Rvan, P.P., criticised the personnel ot 
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the Liquor Commission. — He said that it 
was carefully.“ pack+d.’’ He challenged Mr. 
Horgan on his exclusion of temperance repte- 
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sentatives, and Mr. Horgan replied that he 
could make any arrangements he liked. 
the 


Father O’Rvan went on to refer to 
evidence given before the Commission, and 


said that Mr O’Higyins’s assistant wanted to 
have public-houses opened on Sundays all 
over the country; had no great. objection to 
the amount of drink consumed, and so 
favoured the “trade.” He (Father O’Ryan) 
asked Mr. Horgan if he could put a ques- 
tion at a sitting of the Commission, but was 
told that he could not; that it would have 
to be put througn one of the Commissioners ; 
and from its constitution and the way it 
was conducted, he, for cne, had very little 
confidence im the Liquor Commission or its 


The “ trade” talked of its victory at the 
Senate election, but what they called a 
victory was really a defeat. With all their 
friends and relations, the ‘“‘trade’’ could 
not return their men on the first count, and 
would have suffered a crushing defeat if the 
women of Ireland bad organised for sober 
homes and, above all things, for the sober 
home-coming of their husbands and sons on 
Sundays. 

Sir Ralph Coote seconded the resolution. 
He said that all temperance bodies should be 
organised immediately to insist upon the 
Dail’s putting a stop to the drink scandal 
and reducing the number of public-houses. 
bn this direction not one solitary effort had 
been made by the Government. 

A second resolution, proposed by Mr. W. 
0. Wigham, seconded by Mr. J. H. Young, 
and passed, expressed the determination of 
the Order to discountenance the use, sale 
and manufacture of intoxicating drinks. 

The Chairman (Mr. W. H. Woodworth) ex- 
plained that the Independent Order of 
Rechabites was formed over fifty years ago, 
and that the new organisation for the Irish

We are at present actually using less than 
ten years ago. A disconcerting feature of the 
returns covering the. period up to the end of 
June, 1925, is that. while there has been an 
increased consumption in Northern Ireland 
over that of past seasons, the decline still 
continues in the Free State. The argument 
generally advanced in justification of our low 
consumption of fertilisers is that our country, 
being naturally fertile, does not require arti- 
ficials to the same extent as countries less 
favourably situated., The answer to this, 
writes Mr. FE. McGovern in the Journal cf 
the Department of Lands and Agriculture, is 
that except for some tracts of naturally fertile 
grazing lands in about half a dozen countries, 
our grass lands are not only not naturally 
fertile, but are deteriorating at an alarming 
rate. '' The greater part of our grazing and 
permanent meadow lands,”’ he says, ‘is over- 
run with inferior herbage, and so utterly 
| and crop pro- 
ducing capacity is not one half what it should 
be under careful treatment.”’ 


Exhausting the Land. 


The majority of our farmers have been 
raising cattle for export from their grazing 
lands of generations past, and have never 
given to these lands manurial assistance of 
any kind in return. Similarly, hay has been 
taken from permanent meadows, with the 
result that they are, for the most part, on 
the border of barrenness. Having pointed 
out that growing animals and dairy stock 
both require fairly !arge quantities of phos- 


phate of lime, Mr. Govern comments 
upon the drain that this is upon 
the soil.

the poorer pastures is condemned, and it is 
pointed out that most of our poor grass lands 
will respond gener-usly to, and will repay,

Experiments conducted at Cockle Park, 


Northumberland, show that the grazing 
value of slagged land has been maintained at 
a level four to five times above that of un- 
manured pasture for more than twenty years. 


Increasing Milk and Beef Production. 


Farmers should never Jose sight of the 
fact that, while improvement in the quality 
of our live stock 1s absolutely essential to 
sound progress, the wórk will of necessity be 
one of comparatively slow growth. Mean- 
time, with the material at their disposal, 
there lies at. their hands a simple, yet effec- 
tive, means whereby the production of milk 
and beef can be increased immediately to 
the extent of many million pounds per 
annum. Reference is here made to the 
improvement of our poorer pastures by dress- 
ings of phosphatic manures. Why not in- 
crease the production of milk and meat 
through judicious manuring, while gradin 
up our herds and improving the quality o 
our stock ? 

Dealing with the increased return fr 
tillage crops due to the use, of artificial 
manures in conjunction with farmyard 
manure, Mr. McGovern points out that ex- 
periments conducted over a period of eleven 
years have conclusively proved the value of 
“the Dept’s. mixture.” With proper mix- 
tures of artificials in general use, the net 
value of the increased yields from potatoes, 
turnips, mangels, oats, and hay would, for 
the Free State, amount to more than 
£4,500,000 per annum. In arriving at the 
estimated value of increased yields, £3 per 
ton are allowed for potatoes, £12 per. ton for 
turnips, and 15s. per ton for mangels. Setting 
the cost of the artificial manures against the 
increased yields due to their use, these in- 
creased yields were produced at the rate of 
18s. per ton in the case of potatoes, 4s. 8d. 
per ton in the case of turnips, 7s. ld. in that 
of mangels, 4s. per cwt. in the case of oats, 
1s. 6d. per cwt. in the case of oat-straw, and 
ls. 8d. per cwt. in the case of hay.

Small Consumption of Artificials. 

In 1924 the consumption of artificial 
manures in the Free State was aproximately 
255,009 tons. This would cr'y suffice to 
manure one-third of the area under tillage, 
one-fifth of -the area under permanent 
meadow, and one-fifteenth of our poorer pas- 
tures. 

In their efforts to maintain a: a high level 
the quality of manures placed on the Irish 
market, the Department have at all times re- 
ceived the hearty co-operation of Irish 
manufacturers and importers. 
has been littl cause for complaint 
about basic slag, sulphate. and ammonia, 
or the potash. manure which must 
be imported, the chief source of trouble in 
the past being imported compound manures. 
To-day the fertiliser market 1s more favour- 
able to the farmer than it was before the 
war, and Irish farmers have no grounds for 
complaint regarding the quality or > 
the artificial manures manufactured inside 
or imported into the country. 

If the stock carrying capacity of our 
poorer grazing lands were improved, and 
crop yields increased so as fo ensure abun- 
dant wintering for the increased stock, by 
this means a great stride would be made on 
the road to agricultural |prosperity.

Thinking in Tons. 


If Cork farmers wished to become potato 
growers they must give up reckoning in stones 
or cwts., and think of nothing but tons. No- 
body outside an asylum could expect the 
same rate per ton as could be got for a few 
stone in a local greengrocer’s shop. The aim 
of the grower should be to produce from 12 
to 20 tons per statute acre; growers who were 
now producing from 5 to 6 tons per statute

MORE BOTTLED MILK. 


NEW METHODS IN OLD DAIRY. 


For a quarter of a century the family of 
Craigie, Merville Dairy, Finglas, has been 
supplying milk to Dublin households in the 
old-fashioned way. They have now replaced 
that method by the system of delivery in 
hottle only. After a fortnight’s trial, they 
are convinced that the system has come to 


stay. They have built from the ground an 
entirely new lock of buildings for use as 
their dairy.. This they have fitted with the 


most modern machinery for dealing with milk 
to be supplied as near to purity As science can 
reac 


Messts. Craigie themselves milk 150 cows, 
and are arranging for an extension of their 
business by getting _ from the pick of 
the dairy farmers of North Dublin county. 
All the. cans used for collecting are cleaned 
by steam under pressure, and in those the 
milk is brought to the dairy at Finglas. 
There it is pasteurised and bottled by 
machinery driven by electricity generated on 
the premises. A scrupulous cleanliness pre- 
vails in all departments. The walls are lined 
with glazed tiles, and the motor lorries which 
carry the churns from the cows to the dairy 
are washed down with hot water before and 
after use. So far, the machinery bottles 350 
gallons an .hour,. but its capacity is 2,000 
gallons a day. The patent crates in which 
the filled bottles are carried for door-to-door 
delivery are made in Dublin.

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Fruit growers do not always realise the 
great value that poultry can be in their 
orchards and plantations. Who has not 
noticed a neglected orchard adjoining farm 
buildings bearing an excellent crop of fruit? 
This is usually because the farmer’s wife 
finds the orchard to be the most convenient 
EX on which to run her poultry, and these 
ave manured the ground and destroved most 
of the insect pests. k 

It is a well-known fact that the soil in 
orchards is frequently impoverished by years 
of cropping and failure to manure. Poultry 
evenly distributed will make good the de 
ficiency of manure in a most convenient and 
economical way. In addition, the poultry and 
the eggs from them should pay a good return 
on, the capital invested in stock, houses, 
—. and wire netting, after deducting 
the cost of food and management. 


Where to Keep Them. 


The best orchards to keep them in are 
those of standard or half-standard trees, in 
orchards of bush or pyramid trees they may 
do some damage to the buds or fruit. The 
heavy breeds, such as the White Wyandotte, 
or the Rhode Island Red. are to be preferred, 
as they are much less likely than the light 
breeds, such as Leghorns, to fly up into the 
branches. á 

To get the best results from the even 
spreading of manure and the greatest de- 
struction of insect pests, it is best to divide 


five sections. and to place in each section a 
house to hold 24 birds. If the cost of this 
equipment is prohibitive. it might be tried 
first on a small plot. the effects upon the 
crops observed, and then extended, if justi. 
fied, as means and opportunity warrant. 
Ducks may be kept, if preferred, instead of 
hens; they can be more cheaply housed. and 
can be kept in bounds by two-foot nettine 
Orie of the egg breeds should be selected, 
such as Runners, or Khaki-Campbells. Ducks 
are quite as as hens in supplying 
valuable manure, and are probably nearly as 
as hens in the destruction of insect 
pests, but ducks cannot scratch, and so thev 
are not quite so good st clearing the ground 
of grubs and weeds. e destruction of in- 
sect pests by poultry will sometimes save the 
entire fruit crop from destruction.

Some fruit 
farmers go so far as to say that poultry in 
orchards do away with the necessity for band- 
ing and spraying. That is doubtful, but it 
is at any rate certain that if you keep poultry 
in vour orchards, you will get larger and 
better crops of fruit than your neighbours 
who do not do so.
